WAHAWA

OPEN

(From Sunday's Advertiser)
A special train of three chair-car-

eno of them the private car of resi-
dent Dillingham, went to Wahiawa yes-

terday, carrying a number of tho in-

vited guests of the railroad to sco tho
reservoir, tho plncapplo fields and tho
Dole cannery. It was a pleasant and
enlightening trip. Tho hour of depart-

ure was 1:10 p. m. nnd return was
tnado in time for a lato dinner. Going
nnd coining nnd nt Wnhiawa, Mr. Dil-

lingham, Mr. Smith nnd Mr. Denlson,
the hosts, looked after everybody's com-

fort with unremitting enre, providing a
tally-h- and carriages for uso on the
jiincapplo belt nnd serving a lunch on

tho train.
Quito a number of tho visitors to

Wahiawa had never teen on tho tract
before and many had not seen it since
the small farmers camo from California
to open tho place up. These gentlemen,
Tihen tho train reached tho wldo pla-

teau, quickly sat up and took notice.
There, stretched out for miles, was a
Ticli, almost stonclcss, prnirio liko vista,
with per Imps n couplo of million pine
apples growing nnd hundreds of acres
being opened for more. And actually,
thcro was a stalwart whito man in sight
guiding n plow just as If ho had never
lenrd thnt a whito man could not work
in this climate. Hero and thero on the
Inndscapn wcro thrifty homes; aven-
ues of well-kep- t trees wcro seen; peo-pl- o

went nbout with h businoss-lik- air
as if they were 3000 miles from tho
tropics; tho roads revealed teams draw-
ing heavy loads; n busy cannery liovo
in sight; nnd down in tho long wind-

ing canyon wcro tho deepening back
waters of a 'rcsorvoir, tho impounding
bulwark of which was two miles away.

Tho train stopped at Kaukonohua
gulch and tho passengers got out, nt an
elevation of 1138 feet abovo tho tide,
to seo tho progress of work on tho
inilroad trestle. Tho gulch nt this
point is 70 feet deep and tho water
thcro is exacted to attain a depth of
fifty feet. A tally-h- and carriages
at tho gulch took the party and Mana-
ger Goodalo of Wnlalun plantation, who
joined it there, to tho Dolo cannery.
This plnco was a surprise. "It's tho
busiest place I havo seen in this coun

try," said Frank Hoogs, nnd indeed it
was busy enough to suit tho most pro-

gressive. Feeding it with tho raw ma-

terial wero COO acres of tho 1800 ncro
tract of tho Hawaiian Pineapple com-

pany, of which C. S. Dolo is president
nnd manager. Insido tho structure-wcr-

105 people nnd any nmount of
novel, buzzing mnchinery engaged in
preparing 1000 cases of canned pine-

apples per day. In each caso aro
twenty-fou- r cans of 2V& pounds oach,
or twelvo cans of ono gallon capacity
or forty-eigh- t enns of ono pound each.
From 10,000 to 15,000 cans of pine-

apples aro handled every working day.
Tho Dolo cannery uses sugar from

tho Honolulu plantation, over one-thir-

of a pound to ono grado of tin nnd n
trifle less than that to another. Iio
frides tho sliced product with tho coro
removed, thero is a grated pineapple
produced. This, however, is harder to
sell than tho wholo-piec- vnrlety. Tho
smaller cans nro made in Honolulu now
nnd uro labeled to suit various markets

San Francisco, Denver and Uoston.
Tho famous S. W. brand also covers
pineapples from Wnhiawa. After this
season's crop has been taken oil tho
cannery will bo removed to Honolulu.

Thero nro two other canneries nt
Wnhiawa which thero was no timo to
visit that of Byron O. Clark, who is
putting up fruit in glass and that of
Mr. Karnes, which has lately started.

The Honolulu party watched tho
progrrss of tho pine from tho deliv-
ery cart to the wnrchouso with much
interest and caught enough of tho
fruit for eating purposes, ns it slid
nlong convenient flumes, to cut down
tho day's dividend nt least threa per
cent. There seemed to bo morn than
mere pineapple juice in tho rpmlity of
tho purling cliecr for Mr, Dolo as tho
procession vturlcd for tho iliiin.
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DEFAULT

Tho San Francisco Recorder of July
S says:

The ul Oceanic Steam-
ship Company has gone another step
downward Into the mire and has de-

faulted on Its bonds.
This news, which was confirmed at

tho banking rooms of the Union Trust
Company, where the Interest on the
company's bond Issue has heretofore
been regularly paid, Hew like wild fire
through the financial district today and
caused a startling sensation.

The outstanding bonds on which the
Oceanic Steamship Company has de-
faulted nmount to 12)405,000 nnd bear
Interest at the rate of 5 per cent, per
annum, payable semiannually In Jan-
uary and July nt the rate of J2.00 per
coupon.

Notwithstanding tho depression In
tho company's affairs and tho low price
to which the cnnltnl stock has fallen

I (tho Inttcr was offered at J2.50 per share
on Juno 30, with all tho assessments
paiui, tno interest on me minus nas
been regularly paid nnd when the ex-

change was InBt In session they were
quoted nt (61. Years ago the bonds
commanded (110.

Under the law, tlio Oceanic Steam-
ship Company has six months In which
to pay the Interest from the time of
default. At the expiration of that time
the bondholders can bring foreclosure
proceedings. Tho Spreckels family aro
believed to be the largest holders of
the bonds.

This may mean tho wind up of the
Oceanic Steamship Company.

A representative of Tho Recorder
called on F. S. Samuels, assistant to
the president of the Oceanic Steam-
ship Company, who confirmed the re-
port that the company had defaulted
on Its bonds, attributing It to the
scarcity of funds In tho company's
treasury.

The Recorder further says on July C:

The fact that tho Oceanic Steamship
Company has defaulted on Its 12,403,000
of 5 per cent, bonds, news of which
was published exclusively In The Re-
corder yesterday afternoon. Is the main
topic of discussion In local financial
circle". The other papers of this city
aro bo much engrossed with the re-

opening of the saloons that they hava
fulled uh yet to give tho least atten-
tion to this Important matter, affecting
as It does the existence of a great
American steamship line, but they will
probably dovote columns to tho subject
within the next duy or two.

As stated in The Rccotder yesterday
afternoon, tho Interest on the $2,405,000
Oceanic Steamship Company G per
cent, bonds Is due and
payable In January and July. The to
tal amount of each payment Is about
?G0,O00. This Interest has legularly
been paid to the bondholders ut tho
banking rooms of the United Trust
Company, but no money was deposited
there for payment of tho Interest due
this month and according to the lnter- -
tcrvlew with F. S. Samuels, assistant
to President John D. Spreckels of tho
Oceanic Steamship Company, publish-
ed lu The Recorder yesterday nfter-lioo- n,

no money to pay tho July In-

terest will be forthcoming for tho
reason thnt there ure no funds for this
purpose In tho company's treasury.
This constitutes the default. The com-
pany has six months from tho time
of default In which to puy tho Inter
est, falling which, tho bondholders nt
the expiration of that time may bring
foreclosure proceedings to acquire the
property of the company in satisfaction
for their claims.

Resides the outstanding bonded In-

debtedness of $2,403,000, tho Otc:2l?
Steamship Company has u cash In
debtedness of rising $1,300,000, which Is
due John D, Spreckels & llros. Com
pany for money advanced. Tho
Spreckels nre said to be ulso tho larg
est owners of tho bonds, ho that the
tctal amount duo them Is believed to
be close upon $4,000,000. As against
this vast Indebtedness ure principally
the live steamships of the Oceanic line,
which If put up for sale would not
In nil probability bring anywhere near
that amount. There arc rumors of an
Intended sale of the steamships to tho
Japuneso,

The financial condition of tho com
pany seems to be hnpelesi. The relief
promised by the passago of n ship sub
sidy bill by Congress has vanished for
a. year at least, for that matter has
been put over until tho next Congii.ua
assembles, Thu company Is rapidly
losing money In the operation of Its
Hue. Thu stuck, last quoted at $2.30
per shaio asked, Is now absolutely
valueless, for the entire property muBt
go to tho bondholders ami J. I). Spreck-
els & llros. Company, who havo ad-
vanced $1,300,000 In cash to secure their
claims,

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CONGRESS HAS

SERVED THESE
ISLANDS WELL

WASHING! ON, D. C, July i. Congress adjourned last

evening at ten o'clock after a most uncomfortable day. Bungling
in the engrossing of bills at the Government Printing office delayed
the adjournment for nearly nine hours. It was all the more un-
comfortable because of the torrid heat, of the last two days, which
were decidedly the hottest and most oppressive days 'of the season.

Delegate Kalanianaolc and Mr. McClellan are not hurrying out
of town as most all others connected with cither branch of Con-
gress have been doing, as tile earliest steamer they can catch from
San Francisco is the Siberia. They were working till the very
last on the refunding bill, but it became apparent that Speaker
Cannon would not permit it to pass. The only consolation the
Hawaiians find in the situation is that the Speaker has not put his
foot down squarely and declared that the bill shall not pass. In
that they have some encouragement that he will permit it to be-
come law at the next session of Congress.

After all the Territory has little room to find fault at what Con-
gress has done at this session. About $765,000 of the money ap-
propriated at this session will be spent in Hawaii, and that does
not include the appropriation for Honolulu harbor, which was au-
thorized by the last Congress but not appropriated till this winter.
Delegate Kalanianaolc was saying today that the total can but be
gratifying to all friends of Hawaii.

The list includes $250,000 for fortifications in Hawaii; $200,-00- 0
for sites for fortifications; $150,000 for the purchase of a site

for a public building; $20,000 for filling in Quarantine Island; $35,-00- 0

for filling in the Reef; $10,000 for a federal law library; $60,000
for Makapuu lighthouse and $40,000 for the Honolulu light. The
last two items were authorized on the omnibus lighthouse bill pass-
ed a few weeks ago. The appropriation for Makapuu light was
made on the Sundry Civil bill, but the appropriation for Honolulu
light was struck out on that bill. Subsequently, however, it was put
into the general deficiency bill and became a law in connection
with that measure.

The friends of Hawaii here hope that it will have some influen-
tial Congressional visitors during the coining summer. Represen-
tative Burton, of Ohio, one of the most influential members of the
House and chairman nf the River and Harbor Committee, is think-
ing of going to Honolulu this summer. As there is a probability
of a very large River and Harbor Appropriation bill at the next
session of Congress, he will have much to say whether Hilo shall
have a good appropriation for its breakwater and for the improve-
ment of its harbor.

Representative and Mis. Dalscll arc going to the Pacific coast
this summer to visit their daughter at San Rafael. They have been
urged to prolong their journey to Honolulu. It has been suggest-
ed that it would be well if some of the commercial bodies of Hono-
lulu extended them an invitation to visit that city. Mr. Dalzcll
some years ago was inclined to be hostile to Hawaiian appropria-
tions but more recently he has been a friend of the Territory and
lias helped materially with Hawaiian measures. The good effects
of having influential members visit the Territory have been seen
in tne tricmlly labors of Representative Hepburn, of Iowa, who,
since his trip to Honolulu last summer, has had his eyes open to
the justice of Hawaii's requests here.

The immigration bill, as was indicated in my last letter would
likely happen, died in conference. No efforts were made to take
it up. Senator Lodge, one of the conferees, went away to Massa-
chusetts to attend the Harvard Commencement and did not return
before adjournment. There will undoubtedly be considerable agi-
tation next autumn about getting the bill out of conference. Opin-
ions differ now as to what will be done. Some think the bill will
never be brought out. Undoubtedly Senator Lodge, as an advo-
cate of the educational test, will seek some action. He is, how--c

cr, entirely friendly to making exception whereby the education-
al test will not be made to apply to Hawaii.

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JONES HELD

FORMER
Gcorso Jones, the kanaka, has been

committed 10 tne custody of the Sheriff
of San Mateo County and held, with-
out ball, to face a charge of murdering
lira. Elizabeth Brandrup In his room
in7 the Linden Hotel at Baden on Juno
22.

Tho preliminary hearing beforo Jus-
tice Hannon. which has lasted several
days, came to an end yesterday, says
the Call of July 7, and resulted In the
Holding of tho accused man for trial
In the Superior Court of tho State. Tho
three days' hearing brought out a pre-
ponderance of testimony against the
suspect, even tho witnesses for the de-

fense giving boomerang ovldenco for
the prisoner's cause.

Tho summary of the hearing is clear-
ly and succinctly set forth in the words
of Justice Hannon:

"I havo had time during tho hear-
ing to glvo this casq ample considera-
tion," ho said, "and do not believe,
making allowance for Blight discrep-
ancies, that tho witness for the prose-
cution are mistaken In their testimony.
I would bo the last person to do the
defendant a wrong, but I cannot be-

lieve his testimony Is true. I cannot
believe that the defendant's testimony
Is even probable."

From the time the carpenter, I T.
Hansen, testified to hearing tho death
screams of the victim In Jones' room
the demeanor of tho prisoner has un-
dergone a change. He showed nothing
of tho bravado yesterday that has
characterized his early action during
the hearing. When witnesses called
by tho defense failed to corroborate
his statements as to his whereabouts
on tho day of tho murder Jones' black
hair became damp with perspiration.

Throughout tho hearing he has said
that ho would bo set free at Its con-
clusion. Although the court's opinion
was anticipated by almost every ono
In the courtroom, the decision came as
a shock to tho prisoner.

Thero was a hurried conversation
between the accused man, his brother,
Charles Jones, nnd his attorney, Harry
Styles, but no word was given out by
nny of them concerning tho lino of de-
fense they will adopt at tho murder
trial.

The testimony during the day did not
develop startling features. Harry Coft-lan- d,

on whom tho defense at ono time
tried to cast suspicion, was present
under 11 subpoena served by tho de-

fense. Ho swore that ho saw Mrs.
Brandrup enter tho hotel a few min-
utes beforo she was killed and had
seen Jones talking to her on a street
corner Just before.

William Green, tho carpenter on
whom Jones was depending to furnish
him an alibi, denied that he had seen
Jones on the day of tho murder. Ho
also said that Jones did not wnrk .lur--

I Ing the morning, as the defendant
claimed. The witness, called by the
defense, made a caso for the prosecu-
tion.

K. S. McPlke, a butcher, was called
to the stand by the defense. Ho be
came so tangled in his testimony by
mo questions or District Attorney Bui
lock that his evidence was not con-
sidered. The other witnesses for the
defense, Mellio Cohen, a barber: O,
Qlta, the Japanese cook at the Linden
Hotel, and Joseph David, tho dish
washer, proved Immaterial witnesses.

Jones was recalled to the stand as
tho last witness nnd questioned as to
his family history and lire In Hawaii.
Tho caso was submitted by both sides
witnout argument.

Fred W. Dickson was ono of tho ar--

rivit. paiscng?rs en tho S 8. Siberia
yesterday, his mission to Hawaii bolng
of the greatest Importance to those en
gaged In diversified Industries.

Mr. Dickson is tho president of tho
raclHc Distributing company, of San
Francisco, reeontly incorporated for tho
specific purposo nf handling Hawaiian
products and acting as agents for fruit
growers, coffee men nnd tho shippers of
sisal, rubber and nil products of tho Ha-

waiian small farmer and agricultural-
ists. This is tho first mainland commis-

sion houso organized for tho exclusive
handling of Hawaiian products, outside
of the plantation interests, nnd tho per-

sonnel of tho company is such that per-

fect confidence in it can be placed by
our shippers.

The company is, in fact, an offshoot
from tho firm of Aloxander & Baldwin.
Wallace Alexander, the San Francisco
manngcr of tho Aloxander & Baldwin
interests, is of the new
company, W. Cooko is a heavy stock-
holder and tho mnnagcr will bo Paxton
Wright, heretofore tho San Francisco
buyer for tho puront firm.

Tho Pacific Distributing company's
headquarters aro at 308 California
street, San Francisco, nnd already they
have formed connections in nil tho
principal cities of tho Wlcst as far into
the interior as Denver, Colorado.

connections will cnablo them to place
all consignments of fruit without delay
and will also enable them to keep tho
fruit consigners in touch with tho

"Whnt wo are expecting to do," said
Mr. Dickson, "is to so work up tho
market for our products ns to sell prior
to arrive, a considerable ndvantago
over tho ordinary consignment system
upon which Hawaiian shippers havo
been depending. That is, wo oxpect to
havo orders on filo for nil fruit consign-
ments beforo thoy reach us, and oven
before they aro shipped.

"To do this it will bo necossary for
tho fruit growers or tho coffco growers
hero to keep us informed ns to what
thoy will 'have to markot. If tho vari-
ous growers in Hawaii would combine
for their selling it would bo of great
advantage to them in arranging their
sales this way and thoy would also
securo better prices.

"Wo nro after tho Hawaiian busi-

ness and bclicvo that we havo tho nec-

essary knowledgo of conditions nnd
business to mako it of ndvantago for
thoso engaged in diversified industries
hero to place thoir selling and buying
in our hands.

"Wo are going to try nnd work up
the Hawaiian bannua trade, but will
have to go slowly at it at first. Out-sid- o

of tho difliculty of transportation
thcro seems littlo reason why Hawaiian
bananas ahould not havo tho Californian
markot. At tho present timo this wholo
trado goos to Guatemala, and tho sam'o
is truo of Washington and Oregon."

Mr. Dickson will remain in Hawaii
for several weeks and purposes visiting
Maul and Hawaii whilo here, looking
over tho field and making tho acquaint-
ance of tho growers. Among tho other
things which ho will talk up is tho man-

ufacturing of denatured alcohol, for
which ho sec a big field hero.
